It is, of course, merely a trite ob- 
servation, and a statement of what 
everybody knows, to declare that the 
Western Prairie Provinces of Canada 
have many difficult problems to solve 
in order to promote their maximum 
growth in population, wealth and gen- 
eral development. Neither time nor 
space would permit of even a mere 
recapitulation of these varied and 
complex problems, not to speak of an 
intelligent consideration of even a few 
of them, 

Asked to name the first and fore- 
most question demanding attention by 
the people of the West, would, no 
doubt, be as varied as they would in- 
teresting. Some would say a larger 
population in order to develop the 

: country, increase their production, and 
assist to bear the expense of the pub- 
lic services, 
provincial control of the natural re- 
sources in order that they might be 
developed for use. Others, again, 
would lay emphasis upon the assimi-

and true Canadian citizenship. Better 
schools and a more general education 
for all classes would be advocated. 
Some would say tariff reform, or 
cheaper money, were the main essen- 
tials to a betterment of conditions; 
while others, again, would lay stress 
upon social, moral and religious is- 
sucs. Some practical minds would 
gay more branch lines of -railways, 
better roads, and a general improve- 
ment in all means of transportation. 


And to a greater or less degree all 


these things are necessary to the wel- 
fare, growth and prosperity -of the 
Prairie Provinces. There can be no 
question about that. But at the pres- 
ent time there looms up a problem, 
the solution of which would first ap- 
pear to be necessary without loss of 
time if many of these other questions 
are to be satisfactorily settled. And

failed. What they succeeded in do- 
ing, their neighbors could also do. 

It is suggested, therefore, and wise- 
ly it would seem, that steps should be 
taken to bring the actual experience 
of these men, and the methods fol- 
lowed by them, to the knowledge of 
the people generally in the districts 
referred to, not by books or pamph- 
lets, but by these men telling the 
story of, their experiences and success 
to groups of farmers throughout these 
areas, 

It is also being uirged that the com- 
bined knowledge of the agricultural 
experts of the country should be 
brought to bear in an effort to solve 
this problem.

It is impossible to go on, 
hoping against hope that “next year’ 
will yield a crop, and, in the event of 
disappointment reliance upon the gov- 
ernment for food, fuel, clothing and 
next season’s seed, and the removal 
of stock to greener pastures, The 
country has about reached: the end of 
this unsatisfactory policy; something

Proposed to Encourage the Estab-

, In Canada 

At a meefing of the Canadian Flax- 
Growers’ Association, held in London 
Ontario, recently, the members dis- 
cussed a plan to extend the organiza- 
tion. It was pointed out that the acre- 
age under flax has been more than 
doubled since the start of the war, 
and the quality of the Canadian seed 
and fiber demonstrated not only in 
Ireland, but all over the world. In 
view of this it is proposed to encour- 
age the establishment of spinning 
mills in Canada on a large scale; also 
to bring experienced weavers to Can- 
ada from Ireland and start the in- 
dustry on a sound basis, The final 
decision on this matter was left over 
until the June meeting. Several grow- 
ers are in favor of having the flax seed 
graded. They will ask the Dominion 
government to impose such restric- 
tions on the sale of flax that the qual- 
ity of all Canadian seed put on the 
world market will be the best possible.

Of these 
94 hens which had Jaid more than 150 
eggs during 1918, meluded 37 which 
produced 200 and more, were selected. 
These were mated ‘with. cockerels of 
a good egg producing strain, and out 
of the hatchings of last spring 220 
pullets were taken. These 220 birds 
were divided into flocks of fifty-five 
each and penned .together in the fall. 

One lot was placed in the-pen last

Australiahs and Canadians Met And 

Defeated 86 German Divisions 

Sir John Monash, in the concluding 
instalment of his review of Australian 
victories in, France in 1918, quotes 
figures which indicate the value of the 
splendid work done by the Australian 
Corps while under his command. 
These figures are interesting when 
compared with similar figures men- 
“tioned by Sir Arthur Currie. 

In proportion to its population, the 
number of men put into the field by 
Australia, and their achievement in 
every theatre of war in which they 
were engaged, reflects the very high- 
est credit on the patriotism of that 
Dominion and on the ardor and brav- 
ery of the men. It is also to be re- 
membered that the Australian force 
was an entirely voluntary one. There 
was, therefore, much greater difficulty 
in supplying reinforcements than in 
the case of Canada, which adopted 
conscription. The latest figures pub- 
lished show that Canada employed 
640,886 men in the war, against Aus- 


teins 6 809-— Phe total cz casualties 


were greater among the Australians, 
the ill-starred Gallipoli expedition, 
where so many of Australia’s best 
manhood sacrificed themselves in vain 
being mainly accountable for this. 

According to General Monash, the 
actual number of seperate enemy di- 
visions engaged by’.the ‘Australian 
Corps was 39, Many of these divis- 
ions were engaged more than. once. 
This was between the dates March 
27 and October 5, 1918, when the Aus- 
tralians were withdrawn from the line. 
The Canadians, it will be remembered 
were held in reserve, and were not put 
into the line for some months after 
the Australians. Sir Arthur Currie re- 
ported that, between August 8 and Oc- 
tober 11, 47 German divisions’ were 
engaged and defeated by the Canadian 
Corps, and he claims to have liberated 
228 cities, towns and villages and over 
500 square miles of territory. Thus, 
the Australians and Canadians be- 
tween them met and defeated 86 Ger- 
man divisions, which constituted a 
substantial moiety of the German for- 
ces opposed to us, — From Canada, 
London.

The Highest Price Prevails in British 
Columbia 


The average value of farm lands 
for the Dominion, including improved 
and unimproved land, together with 
the value of buildings, dwellings and 
and other farm buildings, is, placed at 
$52 an acre for the ycar 1919, accord- 
ing to the estimates of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This is a sub- 
stantial’ increase over valuations at 
1$46, last year; $44 in 1917; $41 in 
1916. and $38 in 1914. By. provinces 
| the value is highest in British Colum- 
bia, being $178 an acre, as,compared 
with Ontario's values of 66 per acre, 
and Quebec of $72. 

Wages paid to farm help have con- 
siderably increased during the year, 
For Canada as a whole the wages per 
month, during the summer, for males, 
inclusive of board, was $78, and for 
females $43 per month, as against 
$70 and $38 for the previous year. By 
the year wages for males average 
$764, including board, as compared 
with $617 for 1918, and for females 
$465;eagainst $416. for the previous 
year,

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Seed Peas in Alberta 


Alberta Farmer Receives 
From U. 8. Seed House 


As a result of a visit of the repres- 
entative of a large United States seed 
company to Brooks and the 'surround- 
ing district for the purpose of inves- 
tigating the possibilities of growing 
seed peas on the irrigated lands of 
Southern Alberta, a contract has been 
placed with Henry Davis to grow fifty 
acres of peas on his farm, at Rose- 
mary, AYverta, this year. 

The representative of the seed house 
was very well pléased with the soil 
and water conditions. throughout the 
district. He visited many farmers in 
the neighborhood of Brooks, Duch- 
ess and’ Rosemary. If planted by 


farmers who understand irrigation, he} 


is of the opinion that good paying 
crops of peas should be grown on the 
irrigated farms there. 

Mr. Davis, with whom the contract 
for the planting of fifty acres of peas 
has been made, came to Alberta from 
Rigby, Idaho, where he had had some 
experience with the growing of seed 
peas. He knows how and when to 
use water to get the best results with 
this crop. His experiment will be 
watched with great interest, and if it 
turns out as successfully as there is 
reason to anticipate it will, the grow- 
ing of seed peas should become gen- 
eral in the district, 

In the irrigated areas of Idaho con- 
siderable areas of land are devoted to 
the growth of seed peas, which has 
proved a very profitable crop, and the 
handling of the seed is an important 
industry. Conditions near Brooks are 
said to be similar to those in Idaho, 
if not more favorable.
